OBI I.E. Alt., Sept. 28.— (Via 
•Meridian. Miss.i — Loss of life, 
variously estimated nt from Bvo 
to fifty persons, many others injured, 
5,0(10 houses damaged, tho business quar- 
ter devastated and the property loss of 
fully $3,000,000 is the effect of the trop- 
ical hurricane of the last forty-eight 
hours in this city. 

The storm struck .Mobile Wednesday 
midnight asd raged for many hours, the 
wind reaching a velocity of ninety miles 
an hour. Water from .Mobile bay was 
blown into the city by the gale and for 
a time the sen stood seven feet deep in 
tho wholesale quarter from Royal street 
to the Alabama river. The loss of life 
is believed mainly to be among negroes. 

Shipping suffered severely. Among 
the steamers sunk were the J. P. 
Sehult, the Mary Staples, the .Mary S. 
ama, Overton, Hnttie 15. Moore, 
United States rev- 
ami many other 
smaller craft. !t is feared that the 
crews of these boots were lost but noth- 
ing of a confirmatory nature can be 
given at this time. Mobile has been 
plaeed under control of the militia. 

Nobody is permitted ou the 'streets ex- 
cept newspaper men and persons wear- 
ing badges. 

Much Apprehension Felt 
for the suburban towns, as it is feared 
that ti;ey have been obliterated. 

The loss of life on Dauphin island 
probably is heavy. Many fishermen 
live on. Dauphin island and other out- 
lying marshy tracts, from which no 
tidings have been received. t 

The suffering in Mobile is severe. The 
annihilation of transportation fncilitic-i 
has shut off nil supplies and un- 
less help reaches Mobile from the out- 
side world soon, great distress will re- 
sult. Every church here was damaged. 
The damage to Christ Church cathedral 
is estimated at $40,000 and to St. 
Francis Baptist $10,000. 

The city wns put under martini law 
at dark Thursday and no person is al- 
lowed to enter the wholesale quarter. 
All wharves from h'rascali street, t ho ex- 
treme end of the city, as far up the river 
as three mile creek, are wrecks, Tele- 
graphic communication is paralyzed with 
poor prospects of wires Tor several days.

Damage at P.ensacola

the damage is estimated at five million 
dollars. The loss of life will he very 

heavy among the mariners, but so far 

only one body lias been recovered, a

Other bodies arc reported along the 
shore but have nol been recovered. 
Wreckage on All Sides 
Mobile. Sept. 28.— The rainfall for 
two days was 8.47 Incites. The aver-' 
age velocity of the wind as officially 
announced by the weather bureau was 
55 miles an hour. The official record 
In l,su:s was 7:1 miles an hour. Even 
with this marked difference In 
velocity, this year's storm did far 
greater damage to Mobile, because the 
wind of Thursday was of longer dura- 
tion and more like a tornado, twisting 
everything In Its path. The Louis- 
ville & Nashville ,uid the Mobile, Jack- 
son & Kansas railway simps were in- 
undated, the machinery and rolling 
slock sustaining heavy damage. All 
along the line of the .Mobile & Ohio 
huge trees were lying flat, with 
branches torn off and trunks twisted.

1905, Henry Polliuuu Kvnns, manager 

of the Union Life, was i vieted and 

lined ?50 on the charge of importing 
John Alfred Pookas, from Boston, to he 
canvassing superintendent of insurance, 
in Toronto. As Judge Anglin had at 
thai time declared the alien labor acl 
ultra vires, an application was ninde to 
the high court to quash the conviction. 
An order was made in [he high court I 
for nil m'tt'tqrlril Io be submitted on ! 
which Ihis conviction IVns made. Ill lli'e 

meantime ihe privy council has leeiared 
the net ultra vires. In presenting Ihe | 
case to ihe court this morning, .1. M. 
Godfrey admit led lie would have to 
abandon Ihe argument as to Ihe general 
invalidity of the net. fle< submitted, 
though, thai if an illegal aid had hech 
committed it hud been committed out- 
side the Dominion of Canada and ho 
the court had no jurisdiction. There 
had been no offence within tiie Domin- 
ion.

The stock parade as usual created a 
great deal of interest and Ihe visitors 
are never tired of inspecting the hand- 
some display of cattle ami horses. 

The horse races again proved the 
drawing card and a lino afternoon's 
sport was given. T'.io races were well 
filled and With one exception all ihe 
races were well contested. 

The lirst rnc< was called sharp on 
time bul owing to n dispute over two 
of the gentlemen's drivers there was 
considerable delay. The cause of com- 
plaint was Corsician owned by IL 
Swnnson. Vancouver, and Sandy Xed, 
owned by J . TV. Mellor or this city. 
Protests were entered and the ease will 
have io be referred to the National Trot- 
ling association for a decision before 
the slakes are paid. With this single 
exception the races were run off in good 
order, and the spectators wore not nn- 
roytid with a weary wait between races. 
The broncho busters appeared in a new 
rob' yesterday, when they trotted out 
l heir steeds for a half mile dash, There 
was considerable amusement nt the an- 
tics of Ihe horses.

K. H. Sherman, president of the dis- 
trict union, came in yesterday, lie is 
blamed for not being here when the 
men went out. Some think he was 
slinking the responsibility of railing 
the men out. It is quite possible that 
when matters have been explained to 
President John Mitchell thai negotia- 
tions will be sei on foot looking to a 
settlement. 

The coal company is taking n Bnn 
stand, and say, through their general 
manager, (i. (1. S. Lindsey, that Lhc 
men will not be taken back tinlpss they 
conform to. their agreement. 

Public opinion is rather on the sul? 
of the company as all differences 
should be set lied by negotiation while 
the men were working. 

Again, people think that n« the pre- 
set! I eontrael terminates next spring 
that the men should have worked until 
then, especially as there was no dif- 
ference as to amount of wages. 

A strike at Tabor coal mines is ex- 
pected in ii few days. The men are 
asking for an eight-hour day, and will 
go out if they cannot get it. 



TTAWA, Sept. 28.— (Special.)—

Thirty fishing vessel:; In port 
have been destroyed or damaged, and 
three big llsh houses with their 
wharves are gone. Great ships of 
2000 or ;1000 tons have been driven 
through houses a block from the water- 
front. Every house uIouk the water- 
front for a distance of ton -.idles has 
been destroyed, and the wonder is that 
the loss of life Is not greater. Every 
business house from Ihe wharf on 
Palfox street, to the union depot hns 
been unroofed, many plate-glass win- 
dows broken, stocks badly damaged,

The militia services hail 
given valuable services to the Imperial 
government, notably I lie New South 
Wales rilles which sent a contingent to 
the Soudan where it rendered gootl ser- 
vice, and the contingents sent from Aus- 
tralia to South Africa arc known lo nil 
rentiers. Since his urrival hi Australia 
there had been a distinct advance in the 
efficiency of the forces. There lias 
been a great change. General iHut tun's 
organization scheme had drawn the com- 
monwealth forces into one army, making 
it necessary to work upon one basis, as 
one big force, instead .if half a dozen 
different systems as under the sWitc re- 
gime. 

Instruction Schools 

had done much to add to the efficiency. 
The system of educating officers in 
India and Knplnnd is a step in the right 
directiou, but the training is Inn hurried; 
the time should lie extended to two 
years or more instead • i" the one year 
term as at present. 

Since he entered service in Auslralia, 
too. there had been a great change. Aus- 
tralia had developed into a nation, and, 
being no longer on the distant boundar- 
ies of civilization, bad to consider the 
uationn! defences. Possibly an entire 
immunity from war in the past had tend- 
ed to make the people feel it would 
never come to Australia, but they must 
be warned against any sense of false se- 
curity, then- as elsewhere. The time 
has come when the nntion must wake 
up to the fact that military defences 
were a necessity Major General 
Finn had made 1 nndreds of inspec- 
tions during bis two years' service as 
inspector general, hut few of the re- 
ports made by him hnd been published 
by the military board. lie thought ii 
were hotter that some portions which lie 
hnd stnted were not confidential had 
been placed before the public.

when 20 Japanese were killed from 
various schooners of the fleet which 
had taken a quick-firing gun to Ihe 
Copper Islands, but also in 11)04 there 
were organized raids on the Copper 
Island rookeries. 

The Russian government has at last 
taken- adequate means to protect the 
Islands, nnd any other schooners going 
there bent on raiding will doubtless 
receive a warm reception. There are 
now three Russian cruisers engaged in 
palroling the islands. 

In 190-1 the notorious Captain Alex. 
.McLean, who has been balled by .luck 
London as the original of his charac- 
ter of Larson, Ihe Ben Waif, attempted 
to raid the seal rookery on Copper 
Island, and the Russian ^uard, which 
opened fire with rifles upon bis boats, 
drove them off and prevented the at- 
tempted raid heing carried out. Two 
of the poachers were wounded, one of 
whom, Waller York, afterwards dying 
of hi ,3 wounds at Port Townsend. 

Of about 30 sealing boats which 
left Japanese ports this season, at 
lea.st 25 were In Behring Sea, their 
crews using firearms and hunting close 
to ihe islands, to within three miles.

West will rule C;uia(to.'' This has struck 
a note of alarm in the East, and we 
find the outlook being seriously discuss- 
ed in grave editorials on the subject. 
The question is being asked: How shall 
the power so loug exercised be retained 
in the future? 

The St. .John Sun thinks that .while 
the principle of representation in itself 
is just its application at the present time 
would he unjust, and it advocates fixing 
the limit of the representation of the 
Maritime Provinces so that it cannot 
be reduced below its present number, 
and also giving each of the provinces an 
equal number of Senators. This, it 
thinks, would "prevent injury to the 
older provinces from the rule of the 
iWesI in so far as it might tend to be 
selfish and sectional." In support of this 
ground it remarks: 

"We of the East made Canada. We 
made the West. They are our children 
who form the backbone of its strength. 
It is our wealth that is developing the 
vast resources out there. Are our ser- 
vices to hn rewarded hy the deprivation 
of our influence in the governing of the 
country for which we have done so 
much'/ To those of our own uTood we 
grudge nothing of the power that has 
come and is coming to them. Bui these 
are not all the population upon which 
will be based the representaifon of the 
West. Much of it, the bulk of it, is 
composed of outlonders, foreigners, 
whose children will in time make as 
good citizens as ours but who them- 
selves have not our patriotism, our 
wide Cauadianisin, our knowledge of 
the country's affairs and our experience 
in their administration. It is fair, that 
just because of their numbers, with no 
consideration of their quality, these 
newcomers should be allowed to seize 
the government of Canada and conduct 
ii during the formative years of what, 
wiHi good management, is bound to 
develop into one of the greatest nations 
on this earth?',' 

Thee is n good old maxim about not 
jumping a stile before you come to it, 
and the danger feared is still far enough 
away not to cause eastern people to lie 
awake at nights; hut the attitude of 
mind in regard lo it displayed by enst- 
ern newspapers is rather interesting. So 
long as political power lay securely in 
the. East, they were not particularly 
concerned about the problems of the 
."West, or whether the policy of the East 
was '"selfish" or "sectional." The exper- 
ience of British Columbia has gone to 
show that in political matters it was 
Uvlh. When there is a possibility of n 
change in the center of political gravity, 
how quickly they respond to the sug- 
gestion for a change in the "constitu- 
tion" to preserve '.heir rights? Upon 
what grounds, except surmise do tl"j 
fear that the West will not do justice lo 
the East? As time goes on we expect to 
see an agitation in eastern Canada for 
alterations in the B. X. A. %ct in the 
hopes of forestalling the loss of j.restigr 
that western development presages. 



IMPROVING THE TARIFF. 

At the next session of the Dominion 
parliament, the principal measure for 
consideration will lie, the" revision of the 
tariff. Although there has been no inti- 
mation of what changes are likely to be 
made in detail, those who profess to 
know the mind of' the finance minister 
hfive announced that the principle of the 
proposed new bill involves three features. 
In other words, there will be three 
schedules — n maximum, n minimum and 
a preferential, the last named to apply 
to British goods. 

The Canadian Manufacturer in dis- 
cussing the proposal, hopes that the 
feature relating to British preference 
will be cut out, and suggests that: 

The tariff should be of a dual char- 
acter — a minimum tariff to apply to im- 
ports from commercially friendly coun- 
tries such as (ireat Britain— and a max- 
imum tariff to apply to imports from 
commercially unfriendly countries such 
as Germany. 

Tho duty imposed upon imports 
should be (a*> specific only and nlwnys 
where possible; or (b) compound, i.e., 
both specific and ad valorem; to be ad 
valorem only when neither specific nor 
compound is practicable. 

Tariff rates, 'under all circumstances, 
should be sufficiently high to afford ade- 
quate protection to every Canadian man- 
ufacturing and Industrial interest. 

Every possible safeguard should he 
thrown around the administration of the 
tariff to prevent undervaluation and I 
other frauds upon the customs. ... 

There should be no special preferen- 
tial provisions in the tariff as now exist, 
as such features would be included in 
the minimum tariff, and applicable not 
only to British imports but also imports 
from any other country which treals 
Canada with similar commercial favor. 

The foregoing views are Interesting 
as, no doubt, reflecting n large section 
of the Canadian manufacturers, although 
the Cnnudian manufacturer is not the 
official organ of the Canadian Manufac- 
turers' Association, it claims thnt such 
an arrangement would be automatic in 
its application, and it would be free to 
any country to decide under which its 
products would be admitted into Can- 
ada. Specific duties. it contends, 
would prevent importations of inferior 
goods of all descriptions, and also un- 
dervaluations. Compound duties would 
apply, to textile fabrics, readv-ninde 
clothing, etc., and would prevent or re- 
strict imports of shoddy or inferior 
goods; and, of course, first last and al- 
ways, it advocates "adequate protection" 
to every industry in Canada. "Ade- 
quate" is a very elastic term, and, like 
charity, could cover a multitude of 
sins. 

It is wholly probable, however, that 
the finance minister has made up his 
mind definitely as to the principles the 
government should adopt and will pro- 
ceed upon the lines already indicated as 
his policy. There is no probability, and 
certainly no general feeling in Canada j 
in favor of eliminating preference to 
Great Britain.

If Henry George was living, says 
the Montreal Herald, he m.ght find 
cause for a certain satisfaction in the 
report from New Zealand that the 
government there proposes a law com- 
pelling all land-owners to sell within 
iten years the excess of land held be- 
lyond $250,000 unimproved value, and 
'prohibiting the present owners of 1000 
j acres of first-class land from adding 
j to their estates either by freehold or 
leasehold. Attempts to deal with the 
problem of division of the soil are no 
new thing in New Zealand. By legis- 
lation pa:isocl In IS! 1 !!, fixing limits to 
the land to be held by any individual, 
purchase by the government from In- 
dividual was authorized, the amount 
so spent by the government being re- 
stricted to $2,500,000 per year. In 1905, 
out of a total of 68,680 holdings in 
New Zealand, 54.817, or SO per cent., 
were 320 acres or less In extent. The 
existence of so many small holdings 
In a country of the character of New 
Zealand, largely a grazing country, is 
somewhat remarkable. Yet the gov- 
ernment is evidently not satisfied H'.at 
enough has yet been done in the way 
of lessening the size of the large hold- 
ings.

She should be either a 
member of the Republic or she should 
stand for her own self, responsible for 
her conduct in peace and in war as 
other nations are responsible, and she 
should not shield herself by calling to 
her aid a foreign power."

tble lo the naked eye: but the henrt-wood 
of these trees can frequently be distin- 
guished from the ispllnt-wood' by Its dry- 
ness, although small numbers ' 'if living 
cells arc sometimes present In wood of 
tills character right IhrOD&b to tin 
even In trees of considerable age 
of the latter type are more liable to In 
come hollow than those In which :: co 
ored heart-wood Is present.

The proceedings opened by an address 
by T. ('. Sorliy, the secretary of the Pro- 
perty Owners' association, during 1 which 
he outlined a new scheme of improve- 
ments, lie staled at :i meeting held on 
April 17th last, it had been decided thai 
it was necessary to deepen the Channel, 
used by all shipping which enters the 
harbor, to feet, the inner harbor In 
2fi feel, and u deptli nl the wharves of 
about oO feet. lie further slated that 
at a meeting of the municipal council, 
held on May 2lith last, a petition wits 
drawn up urging the federal government 
to take the matter up as early as possi- 
ble. 

Mr. Sorby pointed out the present in- 
convenience which the two shipbuilding 
yards in the inner harbor are subject to 
I on account of the shallow condition of 
the harbor. Attention was drawn to the 
j large niuounl of money kept in circula- 
tion in the city, when a ship was built 
here, and lie strongly advocated that big 
efforts be ninde lo help this most im- 
portant industry. The lumber and 
coal business, as an exporting trade 
could also- lie very much improved. The 
export trade- of the province is between 
$7,000,000 and $8,000,000 per year, and 
this city's share could lie very much en- 
larged, witli a better harbor, so thai 
schooners could load at the large Raw- 
mill wharves, instead of having to dock 
at tile otiter wharf. Other articles for 
an >iuerphsetl export trade. M r.,^ Sorby 
quoted are tipples, saunvon, flour itnd con- 
densed milk. Hon. Win. Tdmplemnn 
stated that the harbor improvements 
question, was quite as old as the ques- 
tion regarding the Songhees Indian re- 
serve, and he bad been familiar with 
Mr. Sorby's pet scheme for several 
Ho sympathized with the member 
sent in the position in which they iverc 
placed, and felt that the city owes Mr. 
Sorby ii debt of-gratitude for keeping 
this question so very much alive for so 
long. Continuing, the lion, gentleman 
staled that he had always been in 
doubt, whether or not it was the inten- 
tion of the city to deepen the harbor to 
it greater extent than ii would ever be 
used. 'I'h." harbor will never be used by 
deep sca-goinc steamers such as the 
Kinpress liners, Blue funnel liners, or 
the San Francisco steamers, as 1'ie iu- 
lier harbor was far too small and the 
entrance Inn narrow to allow for the 
maiioeuvcring of such big vessels. If 
Ihc harbor depth was feet, it would 
in- deep enough for r<ese big vessels, 
and he Ihoughl that it was a needless 
expense to dredge lo such a depth. 

Hon. Mr. Teinpleninn further said that 
in his opinion, if the harbor was deep- 
ened Kiilliciently lo allow for all the 
coast and sound steamers in enter at 
low tide, it would till all the require 
nii-nls thai will ever be needed.

Suez canal. He -wm; accompanied by his 
crew of i Ii o dock, who with him, were 
journeying home from Manila on board 
the United Stales army transport Sheri- 
dan when she piled on a coral reef at 
Barber's point, near Honolulu. Capt. 
Woods says the- voyage vns a trying 
one. in an interview he said: 

"The Dewey is 300 Teei long, 15S 
feet wide and 60 feet high. Site is 
built in sections, the two end sections 
being 90 feel long. It lake; 57 feet of 
water to operate ihe dock for a ship 
i drawing 30 feel of water. She can pump 
; herself dry in nboul two hours;- displac- 
; ing 40,000 tons of water. She has three 
I centrifugal pumps and 7'-' watertight 
compartments, and can lift a weight of 
i 24,000 tons. She is the biggest and 
i strongest dry dock in Ihe world and of 
| unique design in her connections. 
I "We started from Solomon's Island, 
[ Chesapeake Bay. in the afternoon of 
December 118. arriving in Lubig Bay, 
July 10. A call was made nt Los Pal- 
mas on February 24, when 50 days out 
for the purpose of investigating certain 
signs of weakness" which developed when 
the dry dock had been to sea a month 
and which threatened to be serious. Re 
pairs were made at Los Pnlmas and :il 
so at sea before reaching that port, by 
strengthening the fish-plates, a very 
ticklish job in the heavy weather pre- 
vailing. 

"Los Palmas was left on March 1 
and we arrived nt Port Said on April 
19. From April 19 to- 'May I), we were 
getting through the canal and prepar 
ing to sail from Suez. Five days were 
actually consumed in progress through 
the canal. The rest of the time 
were engaged •afiPort Said in digging 
out sidings to allow the dock to come 
to a standstill- so that other vessels 
might pass by. There was no special 
incident, occurred during lite passage 
of the canal. It. was a difficult job and 
: | entailed lots of hard work. From Suez 
we proceeded - to Singapore, arriving 
there on June 22. 

"!n .all the dry dock went adrift six 
times, three times in the North Atlan- 
tic, twice, in the Mediterranean and 
ouce in the Straits of Malacca. On tour 
of .these occasions the utmost difficulty 
was experienced in getting re-connect- 
ed. 

"The .rtowing gear was" "the heaviest 
and strongest that has ever been rig- 
ged.. It weighed 30 tons between the 
dock. and the first ship. The tow boats 
were the third rate, supply Bhip' Gla- 
cier and the colliers Caesar ami "Brutus. 
The tug Potomac acted as tender. 

"There were 32 men nbonrd when we 
started and four others were obtained 
in Los Palmas as we were shortlianded. 
No serious accident occurred during the 
voyage to tl._> men or the dock, notwith- 
standing the fact that she was re-con- 
nected in bad weather and heavy seas. 

"The Dewey cost approximately $1.- 
500,000. She is now in operation and 
is being worked successfully nt. Olong- 
apo. The Fnglish government once 
sent a dry dock from England to Ber- 
muda, a distance of .'i.Ollll miles. The 
Dewey covered 12,000. 

"The Dewey's voyage is the biggest 
thing of the kind [hat has ever been 
done or is likely to be done for years 
to come.

P. R. arrived recently in the 
city on his periodic visit of inspection of 
the company's interests under his con- 
trol. In reply to tin enquiry addressed 
to him by a Colonist reporter, it's' to the 
demand for railway lands on the part 
of the public, Mr. Dennis said that the 
present extensive enquiry for land, both, 
on the mainland and Vancouver Island! 
provided 1 ample indication of the rapid 
development that is in progress through- 
out 'the province generally, constituting,! 
us it does, a substantial and reliable I 
factor in the assured increasing pros- 
perity ">f the immediate future. 

On the subject of the development of 
the company's holdings adjacent to the 
hues of the E, & N. railway and the 
projected scheme of clearing and appor- 
tionment foreshadowed iu the utterances 
of Sir Thomas Shnughncssy and him- 
self on a previous occasion, and which 
still hang in the balance pending the 
ultimate completion of difficult and pro- 
tracted exploration and survey by the 
various parties employed upon 'the task. 

Mr. Dennis replied to the effect that 
there are at present before the company 
and under consideration various propo- 
sals from companies and individuals, to 
undertake the clearing and disposition 
pi the tract of laud in question and it 
is the purpose during this present visit 
to the island, to fully investigate the 
mailer thoroughly and finally in order to 
subnrTl to the directors such conclusive 
details as shall enable them to arrive 
at an early decision as to whether the 
company shall prosecute this undertak- 
ing themselves or relegate the work to 
others, but in any case, Mr. Dennis con- 
cluded, the business will shortly be put 
through on such a basis as to throw op- 
en a large urea of cleared land to pros- 
pective purchasers iu order to meet the 
increasing demand at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 

Another matter which was brought 
to the notice of Mr. Dennis was that 
of the sandbar which has formed at the 
northeast end of Shawnigan lake, vi here, 
through a shallow channel, its waters 
find an almost level exit through the 
stream which traverse* the adjacent 
valley. Immediately In front of this de- 
bouchure, bj the wash of the waves 
drivt-o frem the opposite quarter by the 
prevailing southwest winds, a bar has 
been formed in these shallows in the 
coiir.se of years, which considerably im- 
pedes the natural outflow, and to* such 
a degree, In recent times, as to serious- 
ly infringe upon and still further 
threaten the Interests of land-owners in' 
that vicinity, causing much of the ad- 
joining property to be inundated by the 
rising water in times of heavy rainfall 
whereby the said land is rendered sour 
and unprofitable.' It happens that the 
major portion of this valuable property 
belongs to the C. 'P. R. and it was un- 
derstood that attention had been pre- 
viously drawn to the matter through 
official channels, suggesting thnt at a 
very, inconsiderable outlay, with the 
facilities nt their disposal, the company 
might readily have the sandbar broken 
through whereby .this debonchere would 
be restored to its 'natural conditions and 
the' land to its normal fertility, the ad- 
vantage to the. C. P. It. themselves, 
which might argue iu favor of such a 
course, being that some hundred acres 
or more of their property would, in all' 
probability he more than doubled in 
value. 

In reply Mr. Dennis said that, this 
wns Ihe first occasion on which the mat- 
ter had been brought to his personal 
notice and as far as he was aware wns 
not nn open issue from the company's 
point of view at present, whatever it 
might eventually become. He understood 
thnt prior to the purchase of the line by 
Ihe C. P. B. the question had been 
raised with the former owners hut that 
since the property had changed hands 
the matter had remained in abeyance 
and he could, therefore, say. nothing in 
relation thereto.
